IWO MEN TAKEN 
AT ZAG 5 HOURS 
AFTER ROBBERY 


2 Bank Employes 
Locked In Vault 
Freed In 1 Hour 

Two men armed with snub¬ 
nosed revolvers and using hand¬ 
kerchief masks robbed the Peoples 
Bank in Sandy Hook Friday 
afternoon and made their escape 
with $23,928 in cash. 

Assistant Cashier R. W. Thomp¬ 
son and his wife, a clerk at the 
bank, were alone when the ban¬ 
dits entered at 1:50 p.m., and 
were locked in the vault 

The holdup was not discovered

And five hours later officers 
led by Morgan County Sheriff 
Aaron Lykins, arrested the two 
suspects at Zag in Morgan county. 

The suspects, Ernest Carter, 23. 
and Orbra Jack Metcalf. 20. of 
Germantown, Ohio, were placed 
in jail at Louisa. They were 
charged with armed robbery in a 
warrant issued by Elliott County 
Judge David L. Davis Saturday 
| night. 

A third man. George Wilbur 
Lewis, 23, of Zag, was brought 
to the Jail in West Liberty in 
connection with the case. Lewis 
is a cousin of Carter, and Carter 
and Metcalf were found at the 
Lewis home near Zag by arrest¬ 
ing officers. 

None of the bank's stolen 
money, however, has been found, 
officers say.

the two men came from the alley 
behind the garage and crossed 
the street to the Mercury parked 
in front of County Attorney V. H. 
Redwine's home. 

This information was relayed 
over the state police radio a few' 
minutes after the first alarm was 
broadcast to troopers 

Morgan Officers Get Clue 

Morgan county officers and 
state trooper, who manned a road 
block at Pomp, three miles from 
West Liberty on Ky. 7, hit upon 
the clue that led to the appre¬ 
hension of the bandits. 

State Trooper Charles Haekley 
of West Liberty heard the first 
state police alarm while guiding 
traffic at the West Liberty high 
school. He and Morgan County 
Sheriff Aaron Lykins, Deputy 
Darrel Blevins and West Liberty 
Chief of Police Jeff Williams 
rushed to Pomp, and set up a 
road block. 

Shortly after setting up the 
road block at Pomp, the Morgan 
officers and State Trooper Hack- 
ley heard the state police radio 
describe the bandits’ car as a 1950 
black Mercury. This gave them 
the clue which they later used 
to arrest the suspects at Zag. a 
rural section 13 miles northwest 
of West Liberty. 

When the state police radio 
mentioned the black Mercury", the 
three Morgan officers immedi¬ 
ately suspected the trio they later 
were to arrest. , 

The Morgan officers had at¬ 
tested Lewis on Tuesday for the 
theft of some equipment at a 
sawmill in the Zag section, and 
they noted at that time the Mer- 1 
cury car he and his companions 
were using. 

Immediately after the state po¬ 
lice radio described the getaway i 
car as a black Mercury with Ohio | 
licenses, the Morgan officers felt 
they had a clue. They even began | 
di sousing descriptions of the men ! 
who had been seen in the car in • 
recent days. Then in a moment. I 
the radio* gave a description of 
the two bandits. The descrip¬ 
tions fit. 

In the meantime. State Troop¬ 
er Shannon Coebem and Police¬ 
man Callis Coyle of Morehead 
and Rowan Conservation Officer 
Marlin Crawford had joined the 
officers, coming from Morehead 
via Wagoners Corner. Blaze and ■ 
Wrigiey. 

Leaving Williams on guard at 
West Liberty, the Morgan officers 
and State Trooper Haekley and 
the trio from Rowan who had 
joined them, went to Lewis" 
home at Zag and took Metcalf 
and Carter into custody. They 
found the black Mercury parked 
on a hill near the Lewis home. 
None of the trio offered resis¬ 
tance and no firearms or bills 
were found. Lewis was playing a 
banjo when the officers entered 
his home. The arrests were made 
about 8:30. and the officers took 


Metcalf and Carter to Sandy 
Hook. 

Thompson identified Carter as 
Ihe tall bandit whose mask had 
slipped off. but was not positive 
about the other. However. Henry 
Adkins who had seen the bandits 
leaving, and several other Sandy 
Hook townspeople identified Met¬ 
calf. 

The couple denied the robbery, 
but F B I. agents, who had ar- 
river in the meantime, quizzed 
them four hours. Then Sheriff 
Lykins and other officers came 
back to pick up Lewis They 
found him on the main street of 
West Liberty. 

Then, after midnight, Metcalf 
and Carter were taken to jail at 
Louisa, and Lewis was brought to 
jau ai West usoeny. 

Next morning Sheriff Lykins, 
state police. F B. I. agents and 
others went to the Lewis farm 
and made a search for the stolen 
money. They failed to find the 
loot, but found 68 one-half gal¬ 
lon jars oi moonshine liquor in 
the Lewis bam covered with old 
lumber and tobacco They took 
this to West Liberty and poured 
most of it out. 

Then F.B.I. agents went to Lou¬ 
isa Saturday afternoon to ques¬ 
tion Metcalf and Carter further. 
And late Saturday evening State 
Trooper Haekley, after a tele¬ 
phone conversation with the fed¬ 
eral officers, obtained a warrant 
from County Judge David L. Da¬ 
vis charging the couple with 
armed robbery. Meanwhile. Lewis 
was held for further questioning 
and for possession of the moon¬ 
shine found in his bam 

Lewis was released Tuesday 
morning after being held the con¬ 
stitutional limit of 72 hours and 
no charge has been placed against 
him in connection with the bank 
robbery. However, he was placed 
under $300 to appear in circuit 
court on the liquor possession 
charge. 

Metcalf and Carter, it later de¬ 
veloped, had been seen in Sandy 
Hook the day and night before the 
robbery. They had visited a 
pool room one of the restau¬ 
rants and a grocery store. Sheriff 
Lewis was told by various busi¬ 
nessmen and townspeople. Also, 
they had been seen in town the 
night Before, some people said. 
One woman who saw them walk¬ 
ing down the street, just before 
the robbery wearing gloves and 
is said to have remarked. “There 
goes two safecrackers’" 

Morgan officers said that Met¬ 
calf and Carter, who live in Ohio, 
had been in the Zag section at 
various times during the sum¬ 
mer. Metcalf, the officers said, 
was reported to have been a de¬ 
serter from military duty. 

Due to the time that elapsed 
before the robbery" was discov¬ 
ered. the bandits had ample time 
to get to the Lewis home be¬ 
fore road blocks were set up. 
A short delay in giving an alarm 
to nearby counties resulted be¬ 
cause telephones in Elhott county 
are being converted to dial phones 
and due to the changeover there 
was only one long-distance line 
set up. 

A check-up showed the bandits 
got S23.928 They failed to get 
about $3,500 in a second drawer 
and about $1,700 in new bills in 
the vault. 

The bank opened for business 
as usual next morning. The de¬ 
posits were covered by insurance 
The bank on July i had total 
deposits of S866.406.89 D. B. 
Caudill, president of the bank, 
lives in Morehead. Mrs. Jane E, 
Caudill is cashier. Neither was in 
the bank at the time of the rob¬ 
bery
